If you are a camera fan and love the outdoor 
life, you can spend many interesting and pleasing 
hours in this picturesque northern wilderness 
along with the Citme you spend fishing.

For your fishing pleasure we can offer the 
fan finned Arctic Grayling, large Northern Pike, 
Walleyes, Lake Trout, and for a new twist in 
fishing, fly fishing for white fish. 


In early September we have a few hot spots, 
casting only for Lake Trout and practically every 
cast is rewarded with a trout.

We use large seaworthy boats of 18 feet in 
length or larger, powered by large dependable 
motors and only two guests accompanies by a guide 
to each boat. 


trip requirements 

Plenty of fishing tackle, both casting and 
trolling gear. Best results are obtained by using 
fine wire line trolling. 

Some medium warm clothing as some days and 
evenings get chilly, although summer months the 
temperature is in the 70-80 degree range with 
late August and September very cool. 


Rain gear and waders. 

Camera and a good supply of films. 

Any alcoholic refreshments that you require. 
Fishing Licenses are available at camp.

Travel routes into Uraniuh City are 
BY AIR ONLY-,from EDM0NTON,AlBERTA, VIA 
Pacific Western Airlines, five days a 
WEEK Monday through Friday. 


The other route is via Prince Albert, Sask¬ 
atchewan with Saskatchewan Government Airways to 
Uranium City on Monday, Wednesday and Friday and 
return to Prince Albert on the same days. 

Our local Beaverlodge Airport is hard 
surfaced and is maintained by the Department of 
Transport. 

All guests are met at the local airport by 
a camp representative, taken to seaplane base 
which is near by, and continue their journey to 





















Our fishing grounds are protected by many 
islands and bays, you are always able to fish 
regardless of bad weather. 


Rates are $275.00 per person a week in 
parties of two or more which includes air trans* 
portation from Uranium City to camp and return.
